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VASCULAR DISEASES OF THE LIMBS 


Sir 'Thomas Lewis in his hook, 
“Vascular Diseases of the Limbs,” 
Hates: 

“Recognizing that the initial pain 
oi embolism is ischemic and muscular 
in origin, we are able to understand 
how in one case numbness, and in 
[mother, pain, appears first; a limb 
that remains quite still after losing 
its circulation becomes complete])' 
numb before pain arises; a limb that 
is working at the time of arterial ob¬ 
struction d eve lopes severe pain with¬ 
in a few minutes. Pain, as a severe 
initial symptom of embolism, is the 
ule when the after)- supplies a limb, 
the heart, or the bowel; these organs 
all contain a large proportion of 
muscle. Embolism of non-muscular 
nrgans, like brain or spleen, is pain¬ 
less. Intermittent pain, in the leg, 
or claudication occurs in a variety of 
maladies, the most frequent being the 
arterial diseases of the elderly or dia¬ 
betic and thrombo-angiitis, all condi- 
5ions in which the arteries are grave¬ 
ly diseased. 'There is an obstacle to 
the free passage of blood to the af- 
lectcd limb. Not infrequently, in 
eases where coronary arteries are also 
diseased, it is associated with angina 
of effort; the relation of pain to 
\crcise presenting remarkable simi¬ 
larities in the two maladies. 'The 


smaller the supply of blood, the ear¬ 
lier will the pain come during walk¬ 
ing and the more slowly will it recede 
when the subject rests. In patients 
tending to display intermittent claudi¬ 
cation, the addition of a state of gen¬ 
eral anemia aggravates the malady by 
reducing the oxygen supply to the 
muscle; the appropriate treatment of 
the blood state here leads to improve¬ 
ment of the local symptoms. Similar 
conditions occur in the vessels of the 
arms. 

“Vasodilator drugs used to increase 
blood How to the limbs have little 
or no value because of their fleeting 
action. Among the drugs used are 
(1) Nitrites, (2) Choline derivatives, 
(3) Muscle and pancreatic extracts, 

“Periarterial stripping is being dis¬ 
carded. Sympathectomy is the most 
certain means of producing long last¬ 
ing vasodilatation. It consists in the 
removal of the last two or three lum¬ 
bar sympathetic ganglia. A prelimi¬ 
nary test, that of spinal anesthesia is 
sometimes used to ascertain how much 
vasodilatation may he expected. Cases 
that respond well are the most favor¬ 
able tor sympathectomy.

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PRIMARY HEPATIC PARENCHYMAL CARCINOMA" 

Case Report and Photomicrographs

That primary carcinoma of the 
liver is of rare occurrence is well 
established, but the figures regarding 
the frequency with which it occurs 
are rather conflicting. Of all necrop¬ 
sies performed on cancerous humans, 
leading authorities give the following 
percentages: Ewing, .28 to 1.5% ; 
Stout, .34and Counsellor, 2.5%. 
[■ rom our own observation, we are 
inclined to believe that its frequency 
is about 1%. 

Primary hepatic parenchymal car¬ 
cinoma is more frequently seen in the 
male (Stout) and biliary carcinoma 
seems to occur more often in the fe¬ 
male (Ewing). The average ages ap¬ 
pear to be between forty to seventy 
and the majority of cases probably oc¬ 
cur between fifty to sixty, hut it may 
also occur in infancy and earlv chi Id-

hood (Smith). Cirrhosis is present in 
about 85/4 of all cases. Its associa¬ 
tion, however, is particularly conspic¬ 
uous in biliary carcinoma and in those 
parenchymal carcinomata, found in 
livers infested with parasites (Dis¬ 
toma Hepaticum). The latter is fre¬ 
quently seen in Chinese and Malays. 
Extrahepatie metastasis may or ma; 
not be present; if present, its usual 
sites are the lungs, lymphnodes, bones 
and peritoneum ( MacCallum), and 
involves less regularly the pancreas, 
kidney, ovary, thyroid and cranium. 

Clinically a patient with this type 
of tumor does not necessarily present 
the usual train of symptoms associated 
with liver destruction. When the 
tumor is central, one may die sud¬ 
denly from hemorrhage due to vas¬ 
cular erosion by the neoplastic growth, 
without previously having had any 
symptoms, as in Karsner’s case, or an 
apparently healthy person may sud¬ 
denly develop jaundice and ascites and

time as in the ease here presented. 

Abstracts of History: B. B. ? a 
white male, 65 years of age, was ad¬ 
mitted in the North Unit of the 
Youngstown Hospital, December 2b, 
193-6. Excepting for intense jaundice, 
the patient was in fairly good physical 
ondition. He gave a history of hav¬ 
ing had a streptococcic throat four 
weeks prior to the date of admission, 
from which infection, he fully recov¬ 
ered. Shortly after the infection epi¬ 
sode, he became yellow which, as time 
went on, became progressively worse. 
Physical examination revealed the ab¬ 
domen very much distended with 
fluid, tenderness in the epigastric and 
hepatic regions and definite liver dull- 
n * extending five finger breadths 
(about 10 cm.) below the right costal 
margin. Because of the abdominal 
distention, it was difficult to make out 
whether the surface of the liver was 
>month, rough or nodular. There was 
no adenopathy. Temperature, pulse 
and respiration were normal. The 
remaining physical findings are not 
pertinent and are left out. Labora¬ 
tory findings: Hemoglobin, 80% or 
12.9 grams; Erythrocytes, 4,840,000; 
Leucocytes, 8,800; Polys, 77 and 
Small Lymphocytes 23. I rine: Al¬ 
bumin, 2 plus, Bile, 4 plus, Few 
granular casts; 3 to 5 white cells 


and 1 to 3 red cells per high power 
field: Van den bergh reaction, posi¬ 
tive, both, direct and indirect; Icterus 
Index, 180; Stool brown, solid, no 
mucus, visible blood negative and oc¬ 
cult blood present. 

The roentgenologic report from a 
Rat film states, that there is a large, 
rather dense mass in the upper ab¬ 
domen chiefly in the right upper quad¬ 
rant and extending to the left which 
gives the appearance of an enlarged 
liver. The stomach is small and the 
large intestines contain some gas; 
there is no distention. CL 1. series 
reveals good filling of the stomach, 
some deformity of the pyloric end and 
first and second portions of the duo¬ 
denum ; the duodenum being pushed 
downward and somewhat to the left. 
The appearance is that of an extrinsic 
lesion not originating in the stomach 
or intestine. 

During his stay in the hospital, he 
got progressively worse. On January 
3rd he had ep is tax is; on January 7 th, 
jaundice and abdominal distention 
were more severe; he became very 
weak; temperature, 104; pulse, 119; 
respiration, 30, and expired the same 
day. 

Clinical diagnosis: Primary Ca. of 
Liver. 

Necropsy was performed about five 
hours after death. Body is well de- 
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Veloped, well nourished and intensely 
j a u n d i ce tl. Vb d < j m i n a 1 e a v i t y contains 
about 1,000 cc. of clear, \ el lowisli 
fluid; peritoneum, heart, mediastinal 
lyrnplmodes and lungs are essentially 
negative, save for old apical adhesions 
of the latter ; spleen is congested and 
slightly larger than the usual size. 

The liver is large and weigh# about 
3,500 grants; the color is brownish- 
red; surface is nodular; some of the 
nodules are round, some are oval and 
van in size from 5 to 3 cm. across. 
These are slightly elevated with some¬ 
what depressed centers, greenish-vel- 
I< >w in color and have w ell defined 
margins. A large, soft mass in the 
right lobe is protruding from the pos¬ 
terior surface pointing downward and 
is firmly adherent to the duodenum. 
On section, this mass measures about 
16 \ 15 x 12 cm. The outer one-third 
of the tumor has undergone liquefac¬ 
tion necrosis. The fluid is of choco¬ 
late color in which there arc small 
particles of solid, necrotic tumor tis¬ 
sue. The remaining two-thirds of the 
mass has the consistency of soft clay, 
sticky, of greenish-yellow color and 
of foul odor. On removing this mass, 
a thin layer of solid tumor tissue re¬ 
mains with the liver at the line of 
separation. Oh cutting through the 
liver, cirrhosis is conspicuously ab¬ 
sent. Numerous nodules with various 
shades of greenish-yellow', are present, 
of the shape and size mentioned above. 
The smaller nodules are firm and the 
larger ones are soft. The soft con¬ 
sistency' increases with the increase in 
size of the nodules; the lobular out¬ 
line of the uninvolved liver tissue is 
distinct, the peripheries of the lobules 
are brow nish-yellow and the centers 
are brownish-red. Numerous thrombi 
are noted in the medium and smaller 
sized portal veins. 

Microscopic examination of the 
tumor presents large cuboidal cells 
resembling Kupffer cells arranged in 
columns and interlacing strands. The 
cytoplasm is strongly acidophilic und 
takes the cosin stain beautifully. 


Higher magnification reveals the cy to¬ 
plasm to be somewhat granular. The 
nuclei are large and by perch rom a tic ; 
giant cells are absent but multinucle- 
ated cells are prominent. An endo¬ 
thelial like structure ramifies between 
the individual tumor cells and col¬ 
umns of cells, thus forming vascular 
sinusoids closely imitating sinusoids 
present m normal liver. There is 
complete absence of fibrosis both in 
the involved and uninvolved struc¬ 
tures. Bile pigment is present both 
in normal and tumor cells. 

(rail bladder is small and filled 
with thick bile. Stomach, intestines 
(save for adhesions mentioned above), 
pancreas, adrenals, retroperitoneal and 
mesenteric lyrnplmodes, present noth¬ 
ing unusual. 

Kidneys are larger than normal, 
capsule is somewhat adherent, sur¬ 
faces f a i r 1 y smooth, d n 11 - r e d a n d i 1 n 
section are somewdvat swollen and 
cloudy. The pyramids are moderately 
congested and the kidneys weighed 
150 and 160 grams respectively. 

The microscope discloses fairly re¬ 
cent changes in the glomerular tufts. 
The outer epithelial layer is some¬ 
what swollen, proliferative and more 
numerous at the neck of the tuft. 
The inner endothelial layer is also 
slightly swollen but without prolifer¬ 
ation and some of the capillaries are 
filled w ith blood. The tub u 1 a r epi- 
thelium is edematous, granular, rag¬ 
gedy and the lumina are filled with a 
granular albuminous substance. De¬ 
generative changes in the tubular epi¬ 
thelium are recent and prominent, 
thus reflecting an acute degenerative 
process superimposed upon an older 
i n fl a m m a t o r y condition. 

Bladder and prostate are normal. 

Po s t Ad o rt e m Di ag x os i s : Pri¬ 
mary' massive, hepatic parenchymal 
carcinoma with liquefaction necrosis. 
Associated, findings: Portal throm¬ 
bosis, ascites, passive congestion of 
spleen, acute toxic nephrosis and 
jaundice.

From the post mortem findings, it 
becomes clearly evident that the neo- 
plasm was responsible for all of the 
ywnptoms. Jaundice was caused by 
pressure upon the hepatic cells and 
upon the bile ducts and perhaps also 
hv direct toxic destruction of Erythro¬ 
cytes by the liqnefactive necrotic mass. 
Thrombosis and pressure upon the 
hepatic vessels resulted in ascites and 
passive congestion of the spleen. The 
kidney involvement was a toxic exag¬ 
geration of Hie damage caused per¬ 
haps, by the previous streptococcic in¬ 
fection. Pressure was also responsible 
for the tenderness and deformity of 
she pylorus and duodenum and the 
terminal fever may he explained by 
tnvie absorption of the necrotic mass* 

Summarx 7 : A case of massive pri¬ 
mary parenchymal carcinoma of the 
liver, is here presented, which sudden¬ 
ly developed in an apparently other¬ 
wise healthy individual, resulting in 
Th ;ith within seven to eight weeks 
tn n the time the first symptoms of 
jaundice appeared.

LOCAL CARDIOLOGIST CITED IN AMERICAN MEN OF SCIENCE

In bmwsmu through “American 
Men of Science” in the Public Li¬ 
brary recently, the writer discovered 
that one of Youngstown’s own physi¬ 
cians is mentioned there as having 
collaborated with the famous Dr. 
Hatcher in having made a very valua¬ 
ble contribution to medical science. 

The man was Dr. Jacob George 
Brody, local cardiologist. His contri¬ 
bution is the method of standardizing 
digitalis, known to the medical world 
as the Hatelier and Brody cat method. 
Dr. Brody’s name appears m “Amer¬ 
ican Men of Science” as physiologist 
and pharmacologist. 

Born in Yhlna, Russia, September 
d(), 1880, I)r. Brody received his 

early education in Europe, coming 
to tins countn m 1902. Already 
eq u i pped w i 11 i a fair k now led ge of 
Lnglish. young Brody entered Raven 
School as a special student. Here he 
remained for a year, finishing his 
high school work begun m Europe. 
Persons then on the faculty of Raven 
School assert that the young man up 
to this time had read more good hooks 
than »n\ other Raven student who 


had come under their observation. 
In Europe, Jacob had read books in 
the original Russian, German and 
French. 

In that day, an arts course was not 
one of the requirements to enter med¬ 
ical school, although lie had had three 
years of college work, so Jacob Broth 
matriculated at Western Reserve 
Medical School, where he received 
his M. D. degree. Dr. Brody was 
able later to add an A. B. to his AL 
D. degree. Not yet content, however, 
he entered YVestern Reserve Univer¬ 
sity', where he received his master's 
degree. 

In 1910, Dr. Brody was appointed 
instructor in pharmacology at Cornell 
University, where he became associat¬ 
ed with Dr. H atelier in research 
work, which eventually resulted in 
the perfecting of what is known to¬ 
day in medicine as the Hatcher and 
Brody cat method of standardizing 
digitalis. Dr. Brody spent two years 
at Cornell after which he returned to 
Youngstown to enter into general 
practise, devoting much of his time 
to obstetrical work which took him 
into homes of people of all national- 
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Us. In this latter type of work his 
linguistic abilities were called into 
play, for Or. Brody speaks eleven 
1 inages fluently. 

After ten years of practise he re¬ 
turned to his research work and 
teaching. He was given a teaching 
lidlowship at Western Reserve Med¬ 
ical School where he remained until 
1925, leaving to become associate pro¬ 
lessor of physiology in Georgia Med¬ 
ical College. .After a year he received 
a professorship in Xew York Homeo¬ 
pathic Medical College. Dr. Brody 
taught there until 1929 when he re¬ 
turned to Youngstown. He was tip- 
pointed staff cardiologist at St. Eliza¬ 
beth’s Hospital, this city. 

Dr. Brody enjoyed quite a reputa¬ 


tion as an ornithologist and had made 
the stud)' of bird life his hobby for 
many years. 

In February, 1912, Dr. Brody 
married fennie Zsupnvick of Cleve¬ 
land. M rs. Brody, who passed a wan 
in January of this year, was also a 
lover of good books and was ever 
seeking more and more knowledge. 
At the time, of her death she was 
working for her masters’ degree at 
Western Reserve University. "Two 
children, Daniel, a student at West¬ 
ern Reserve Medical School, and Elsa 
Broth F roll man, in her senior year 
m Berne Medical School in Switzer¬ 
land, inherit their father's scientiiic 
inclinations and both parents’ love of 
literature and art.

MEDICAL CORPS 

Commissions, Interneships, Postgraduate 
Courses 

The Medical Corps of the United 
States Navy offers a number of in¬ 
terneships and commissions to gradu¬ 
ates of Class “A” medical schools. 
Examinations will begin on May 10. 
1937, and applications should be on 
file at least one month prior to that 
date. 

Commissions -—Qualified i andidatrs 
who have completed interneships in 
civilian hospitals will be commissioned 
as Assistant Surgeons with the rank 
of Lieutenant (junior grade) and as¬ 
signed to the Naval Medical School 
Washington, D. C.-, for a postgradu¬ 
ate course of instruction. 
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I n term'ships —Senior medical stu¬ 
dents who qualify for appointments 
to mterneships in Naval Hospitals 
will he appointed Acting Assistant 
Surgeons with the rank of Lieutenant 
( junior grade) for temporary service 
during the interne year, and upon 
satisfactory completion of interneship 
will he allowed to appear for com¬ 
petitive examination for permanent 
appointment. Should an interne de¬ 
sire to return to the practice of med¬ 
icine in civil life, his appointment as 
an Acting Assistant Surgeon will be 
terminated and he will he honorably 
discharged from the Naval Service. 

Qualifications —Candidates must he 
United States citizens between the 
ages of 21 and 32 years at the time 
of appointment, and pass a physical 
and professional examination. The 
physical requirements comprise the 
following: Height—66 to 76 inches, 
inclusive; robust physique and devel¬ 
opment; weight—proportionate to age 
and height; hearing—normal; vision 
—not less than 12/20 each eye un¬ 
aided by glasses and capable of cor¬ 
rection to 20/20 ; color perception- 
normal ; teeth—not less than 20 vital 
teeth, of which there must he 4 op¬ 
posed incisors and 4 opposed molars. 


Compensation — Officers of the 
rank of Lieutenant (junior grade) 
without dependents receive compensa¬ 
tion of 62,(00 per year, while those 
with dependents receive $3,158 per 
year.

And with them came Eurstenberg, Can field’s assistant, the 
youngest of the group. 

Ward A of the Youngstown Hospital wets cleared of beds and easily 
accommodated the less than one hundred who attended the day session. 
Dinner was held at the old Elks Club which stood as a sentinel across from 
the Raven School at Wick \ve. and Wood St. In its place now 7 is a yawning 
chasm where locomotives puff beneath the high bridge. After dinner to the 
Public Library, then the home grounds of the local team, to listen again to 
Reuben Peterson, Hugh Cabot, Van Zwalenburg, and Eurstenberg. 

Many changes have come to Youngstown since that momentous day. 
New places and new faces light the scene. And now 7 comes a new group 
from Michigan headed by Eurstenberg, Dean and Professor, the man who 
first helped to kindle our enthusiasm for postgraduate study 7 . The program 
they will bring will not be one of limited appeal to one specialized groups 
but a clear and all inclusive picture of the modern developments in medicine, 
the why and how 7 of up-to-date practice, a breath of the University brought 
to us for a day. We hope that they will take back with them the satisfaction 
of teaching an interested group, the feeling that -the men in the field are 
keeping up with clinical progress, the-knowledge that their teachings will be 
applied in the practices of the many physicians wdio are fortunate enough 
to hear them. j. l. f.

SECRETARY'S REPORT 


On March 10, 1937, a special bus¬ 
iness meeting was called to reconsider 
the question of treating cases of ve¬ 
nereal disease. 9lie group of patients 
under consideration are those who are 
not on relief but cannot afford to 
pay fo r med i ca 1 treatmcn t—the eco¬ 
nomic borderline cases. 

The president explained in detail 
the problem that should he solved. 
A discussion followed. To climax the 
issue a motion was passed to reject 
the resolution that had been presented 
to tlie Society at a previous meeting. 
Having done this a motion was passed 
to establish a Venereal Clinic. This 
will be managed by the Commissioner 
of Health with the aid of a repre¬ 
sentative committee from the Mahon¬ 
ing County Medical Society. 

Following the scientific meeting 
March lb, President, Paul Fuzy, 
called a business meeting to consider 
the adoption of the new constitution. 
Dr. Claude IF Xorris reviewed the 
proposed constitution with the Society 
members. The necessary corrections 


were made. 9'll is having been done 
the new constitution and by-laws with 
the amendments was adopted by the 
Society. 

Following the adoption of the new 
constitution it was the will of the So¬ 
ciety that each of the members of the 
Constitution and By-Laws Committee 
rceeive a letter of appreciation for 
the effort and time required to pre- 
pare it. 9 he membership of the So¬ 
ciety should give consideration to a 
group of their Fellows who are will¬ 
ing to bring a task of this proportion 
to a satisfactory conclusion. It is 
therefore fitting and proper that the 
Chairman of the Constitution Com¬ 
mittee, I)r. Claude B. Norris, and 
each of the members, namely, Dr. F. 
YV. McNamara, Dr. C. R r Clark and 
Dr. O. J. Walker be recognized for 
their efforts, skill and time. We thank 
them. 

Dr. Wm. Skipp. Councillor for the 
Sixth District of Ohio, gave a report 
to this Society. He brought some 
matters of Legislation to the attention 
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of the membership, and made an¬ 
nouncement of the ne v ’. - meeting' of 
the Sixth Councillor District.

This 
has been known for some time but 
difficult for many to realize. The 
secret as stated by Dr. Horsley is to 
adopt treatment early in the course 
of the disease and to use the proper 
methods. 

( Oimcil of the Society had a meet¬ 
ing M a reh 19, 1937. The ruuti ne 
business was cared for m the usual 
manner. J t was voted by council that 
the banquet for the Postgraduate 
Day be held at the Hotel l )hio. The 
importance of the younger members 
taking active part in the Society was 
discussed. It was suggested that com¬ 
mitteemen work up in that phase of 
tlie organization. This creates great¬ 
er efficiency in the Society manage¬ 
ment. 

Members of the County Medical

Quite in contrast to the manner of 
the proposed change in our national 
constitution, by executive and legis¬ 
lative fiat, our committee took of the 
time and opinion of its members and 
others to produce an instrument em¬ 
bodying the changes that seemed nec¬ 
essary for the proper guidance and 
operation of the Society, in view of 
changing times and conditions. While 
much of tire old document was utilize- 
able, considerable change was made in 
the wording of certain sections and 
articles to clarify their meaning or to 
define more clearly the duties of of¬ 
ficers. 

The duties and powers of Council 
and the Board of Censors were made 
quite specific in the handling of dis¬ 
ciplinary measures. The Council was 
empowered to incorporate at such 
time as the Society felt that its affairs 
could best be administered as an in¬ 
corporated body. 

One of the most evolutionary 
changes made pertains to the age old 
custom of the Ophthalmologists of 
receiving remuneration for the fur¬ 
nishing of glasses. The consideration 
of this change evoked considerable 
discussion, but it was included in the 
rules of conduct. It might have been 
better to have left it out for the 
present, trusting to the innate good 
sense of our ophthalmological col¬ 
leagues to have brought themselves 
into line with current ethical practice. 
However, similar adjustments are be¬ 
ing made in other communities and, 
no doubt, tlie situation will be solved 
here. 

A copy of the constitution and by¬ 
laws will be forwarded to the Coun¬ 
cil of the State Association and, upon 


approval by that body, will become 
operative. The Society extended a 
vote of thanks and appreciation to 
the committee.

Many foods reputed to be high in iron actually add very few milligrams to the diet 
because much of the iron is lost in cooking or because the amount fed is necessarily 
small or because the food has a high percentage of water. Strained spinach* for 
instance, contains only 1 to 1.4 mg. of iron per 100 gm. (Bridges, 9 ) 

To be effective, food iron should be in soluble form Some foods fairly high in total 
iron are low in soluble iron. (Summerfeldt. 10 ) 

Pablurn is high both in total iron (30 mg. per 100 gm.) and soluble iron 
(7.8 mg. per 100 gm,.) and can be fed in significant amounts without digestive 
upsets as early as the third month, before the initial store of iron in the liver 
is depleted. Pablum also forms an iron-valuable addition to the diet of 
pregnant and nursing mothers.
